Translation of the Bible into Arabic. 


The following is extracted from the let- 
ter of a missionary, dated, Beirat, April 
‘8, 1856:—“The American Bible Society 
have iu press at Beirut a newand com- 
plete translation of the whole Bible in 
Arabic, by Rev. Dr. Eli Smith. The 
printing of the Old Testament, with refer- 
ences, has proceeded as faras Exodus, 
and the New as fur as the eighth chapter 
of Matthew. The work must necessarily 
progress slowly, by reason of the extreme 
accuracy ofthe translator andeditor. Dr. 
Smith gave me the following account of 
the thorough system he pursues with regard 
to it 


“The translation is first made directly 
from the original by one of the native 
helpers, to give the style ofthe Arabic. 
This Dr. Smith revises with all the critical 
assistance of books he cancommand. He 
then calls in another native helper,and they 
Griticise together. A fair copy of this is 
made. He then goes over the whole 
with the assistance of athird native help- 


. er; after which another copy is transcribed 


and the work is put in press. Twenty 
or thirty proofs of this are strack off, and 
seut to the Bishop of Jerusalem, to Cairo, 
Damascus, to all the stations in Syria, and 
to several natives for examination. By this 
means the translator learns what words or 
phrases may not be understood in any of 
the sectional dialects. In twenty or thirty 
days these proofs are all received, their 
suggestions examined and a corrected copy 
prepared for printing. Two important 
points are thus gained—the correctness of 
the version, and the approbation of all the 
different societies concerned. The Arabic, 
‘like other Eastern languages, has both a 
classic usage and modern dialect. The 
doctor follows the classic style in lan- 
guage and grammar, but only so far forth 
as it is intelligible to the common people. 
It will, consequently, be understood by 
the immense Arabic-speaking population 
4 Syria, Egypt, Mosul, Bagdad, and In- 
ia. 


“He places various readings in the mar- 
gin, as in the English version. Such is the 
carefully elaborate and accurate system 


> pursued, to make this the most perfect 


translation ofthe Bible in any language 
in the world. The first translation has 
already been made of the Pentateuch, the 
seven minor Prophets, and the entire New 
Testament. It will, however require five 
or six years to complete the whole at the 
present rate of progress. Yet the demand 
ig so urgent, that a resolution has been 
taken to suspend for the present the Old, 
and hasten forward the New Testament 
as fast as possible. I deeply regret to 
inform our Board that the health of Dr. 
Smith is very much impaired by his ar- 
duous lubors, so that he will be obliged to 
discontinue his duties for thesummer. The 
earnest prayer of all is that he may be 
speedily restored and spared, by the bless- 
ing of God, to complete this great work 
of his life.”

Bishop Butler. 

There is an anecdote of Bishop Butler, 
the celebrated author of “The Ana- 
logy,” which should be extensively known, 
as it is calculated to'impress a great Scrip- 
tural trath upon the hearts of thousands, 
as effectually as his Analogy has forced 
conviction of the truths of revelation upon 
the understanding. 

Bishop Butler never married, and the 
large income annexed to at, English 
bishopric was wholly expended mm chari- 
ties tothe Church and to the poor. These 
charities were so extensive, that it was 
said he expected go purchase heaven by 
his benevolence. His daly habits were 
so self-denying as to shame the self-indal- 
gence of many of the poor. 

His death was preceded by a long ill- 
ness, during which his mind became deep- 
ly depressed, and his whole soul weighed 
bewt by a sense of his guilt before God. 
One of bis chaplains, in endeavoring to 
administer consolation tg his troubled spi- 
rit, referred to his extensive charities as 
undoubtedly acceptable to God. The 
bishop immediately replied, “I am but a 
steward of the Almighty; all is his, intrast- 
ed to me to promote his glory and the 
good of mankind; how can I know that I 
have not abused this trust to purposes of 
self-gratification? I look back upon all 
these things, and they fill my soul with 
terror by the feeling of responsibility they 
awaken.” 

Another chaplain spoke to him of “The 
Analogy,” and of the many infidels it had 
reclaimed from deadly errors. He replied 
again, “I began the Analogy with a view 
to the glory of God; but as I proceeded 
with the work, visions of the fame it might 
bring to myself ming!ed themselves up with 
the views I had of promoting the glory of 
God, and all was polluted and rendered 
sinful; the book may bea blessing to 
others, but it weighs like lead upon my 
own soul.” 

He replied, “Admit, my lord, all you 
say to be true, that your very alms bave 
partaken of sin—that the Analegy would 
condemn you for mingling your own glory 
with that which should have been given 
solely to God; yet why all this anxiety and 
alarm? Jesus has said, ‘ Whosoever 
cometh unto me shall in no wise be cast 
oat,’ and in that promise you should find 

ace.” 

The bishop immediately raised himself 
in his bed, and exclaimed, ‘How wonder- 
ful, that as often as I have traced every 
line of the Bible, the full force of that 
passage has never struck me before. ‘ Who- 
soever’ includes all—all may come—‘shell 
in.no wise be cast out,’ gives the assurance 
that no amount ofsin, no depths of guilt 
of which men can be guilty, shall prevent 
God from receiving and accepting them, 
if they come to him through Christ; his 
blood has atoned for all sin, and his right- 
eousness will hide the iniquities of all who 
accept his offers of mercy.” 

He lived many weeks after, and preach- 
ed to all who approached him the fall 
and free salvation of the Gospel, as it is 
condensed inthis blessed passage. Rest- 
ing upon, and repeating this passage, he 
died in holy triumph. 

In the course of along ministry, we 
have found nothing more useful than this 
anecdote, where the awakened sinner was 
disposed to mingle his own righteousness 
with that of Christ. While he does this 
all will be darkness and despair. When 
he comes simply to Jesns, all will be hope 
and peace.—American Messenger. 


ErrecruaL Preacninc.—We received 
the following from a distinguished minis- 
ter, and commend it most sincerely to the 
attention of all ministers, but especially 
those who are troubled with anxiety in 
regard to the success‘ of their pulpit la- 
bors: 

“In preparing for the pulpit I have 
sometimes desired that my sermon should 
be a good one, rather than that it should 
bring sinners to Christ; and have labored 
more to give it this quality, than I have 
prayed for the Divine blessing to give it 
success. I must avoid this error, for with- 
out God’s grace what will human efforts 
svail toward saving souls ? 

“T now see that I have relied too much 
on the simple power of truth to convert 
sinners, and too little on the influences of 
the Holy Spirit to give effect to that truth; 
hence my sermons have often been ad- 
dressed to the intellect, rather than the 
heart. It has followed that I have not 
expected norenjoyed the presence of that 
Spirit in the act of preaching. What is 
Divine truth but the sword of the Spirit? 
In preaching I have not generally looked 
for immediate results in the way of con- 
versions, but have endeavored to satisfy 
myself that I was sowing seed that, at 
some time, would produce a harvest; but 
if God is always willing to save sinners, 
and if the preaching of the Gospel is his 
chosen instrument for this purpose, why 
might I not always have looked for im- 
mediate results ? 

“When I had done what I could, both | 
in my study and in my pulpit, I have not 
been, as I now thirk, anxious as I shonld 
to see the fruits of my preaching; and, 
therefore, have not followed my pablic la- 
bors with much earnest closet prayer. I

God to give me success if I do not ask it?”

Preedom of Discussion® 
There isan aspect of the present con- 


dition of our country which deserves the 
serious consideration of every Christian 
citizen. 
ed under the Constitution, of freedom of 
opinion on all questions, religious and civil, 


The liberty has been ever claim- 


and of expressing that opinion on all suita- 
ble oecasions, and in suitable language, 
without interference, much less persecution. 
We think, however, there may be observed 
in some quarters a disposition to cireum- 
scribe this broad battle-ground of human 
rights ; and we also think that it behooves 
every lover of his country, to consider the 
vast interests, social and religious, which 
are involved in this question. The light 
ofhistory, would we but consent to he 
guided by it; teaches us that freedom of 
speech and of the press isthe palladium 
of religious rights. Let the one be de- 
stroyed, no matter by what power, or with 
what motive, the death of the other will 
unquestionably follow. We know that 
there must always exist evils in connec- 
tion with the freedom for which we con- 
tend, and for which this whole nation con- 
tended in its birth; for while human na- 
ture continues depraved, we sball never be 
at a loss to.find violent and unprincipled 
men, whe@wilPexceed the just limits of de- 
bate, and use their liberty for a cloak of 
licentiousness. There will be infidels, who 
will attack, in no gentle phrase, our 
sacred Christianity ; there will be poli- 
tico-religious zealots, who will denounce 
our glorious Protestantism,aiming to estab- 
lish an in imperio—an ecclesias- 
tical rule over the civil government; there 
will be, in a word, on every great question 
of the day, men on either side, who will 
forget their manhood, and will use abusive 
and even threatening language towards 
those who differ from them in opinion. But 
these are evils which are incident to hu- 
man depravity, and not the necessary re- 
sults (in the abstract, that is) of freedom 
of debate. Difficult it is, we know, to bear 
all that is said oftentimes in the heat of 
discussion; but surely it is*not too much to 
expect from the Craristianity of the coun- 
try a candor, a generousness, and forbear- 
ance which will foster discussion on all 
legitimate questions, social, political and 
ecclesiastical. We speak now of and to 
Christians, and repeat, that all classes of. 
the people, North and South, East and 
West, native and foreign, are deeply inter- 
ested in the maintenance of this principle. 
We hope that the literature of the Church 
will be ever ready, at all hazards, to de- 
fend it. As it respects even the questiones 
verata of the day, why may not Christzan 
men, as they were wont to doin days of 
old, discuss their merits in the spirit of 
charity, as men who are bound by every 
claim, social and religious, to aphold the 
intergrity of the Union, andto promote 
the amelioration of all classes of the com- 
munity. It will be adark day for this 
country if there shall ever prevail a large 
public sentiment in favor of gauging the 
press, the pulpit, or the legislative bodies.

The Present Condition of-the Jews. 
This curious race of people, marked by 
characteristic differences whieh have not been 
effaced since their overtbrow as.a nation, have 
within the last half century greatly advanced 
in their social position. The iotetestie liberal- 
ity of the age has relieved them from many of 


for ages. In England, a Jew is another person 
from what he was in the time of Richard the 
First, or even George the First. The Lord 
Mayor of London is a Jew, and so are some of 
the members of Parliament. In 1833 ,the first 
Jewish lawyer named Goldsmid, was admitted 
to the Eoglish bar, and in New York there is 
uite a number in the profession. The Roth-

lers in Europe, aod the best friends of ingly 
borrowers. In Germany all the highest ' 
in literature and philosophy gre filled with 
Jews, and in this country we find them in our | 
colleges and schools of learning, and in the 
Senate of the United States. They excel in 
many of the fine arts, and as com music- 
ians and actors they are remarkable for their 
excellence.—We need not look farther than 
our own theatres to observe their predominant 
tastes. They tread the stage as performers, or 
fill the boxes of the Academy as patrons of the 
lyricart. The greatest actress in the world is 
a Jewess, Rachel; the most popalar ballad 
singer of the day is a Jew, Russel. The com- 
posers of somé of the most scientific and clas- 
sical operas are Jews.—In business none are 
more keen though others may be more scrupt- 
lous. They occupy whole streets in Europe ; 
they are beginning to doso in this country. 
In this city,and even in Albany, there are parts 
of the town where they monopolize their pecul- 
iar branches of trade —Many of them do not 
hesitate to keep their shops open on the Cbrist- 
ian Sabbath as well as their own, and we have 
heard this complained of by other tradesmen 
as a great advantage taken of those who ob- 
serve at least one day in the week. 

The peculiarities of the Jewish character are 
thought to consist in the single mindedness 
with which each individual follows his pecul-: 
iar profession. A conteniporary says of them, 
that “they have the power of seizing the s 
points of whatever they attempt to do, beyo 
any other nation, and developing them with 
unsurpassed energy and enterprise.” Nothing 
is allowed to stand in the way of their projects 
and thus they appear selfish in everything the 
undertake. But they are devoted to eac 
other and are capable of the most generous 
actions. 

It is difficult to say, what at this time are 
the real tenets of the Jews. The old~distioc- 
tion of Sadducees and Pharasees is pretty 
much gone—the latter prevailing in the Syna- 
gogues, and everywhere in the ascendant. In 
Africa it is said some of the former may yet be 
found who deny the resurrection of the body. 
Much infidelity, accordiog their own Rabbis, 
prevails among them everywhere, and the low- 
er classes are very ignorant and poorly inform- 
ed as to the exact nature of their faith. The 
more learned are qubtle and able in support of 
their opioions, and are difficult to be overcome 
in argument. It is a common opinion among 
these that the Socinians of modern times as- 
similate closely in their belief, and would be- 
come Jews if it was not for the rite of circum- 
cision ! 

The Synagogues in this city are numerous, 
and several of them very elegant in their in- 
terior. The service is solemn and curious, and 
the zeal with which some of the prayers are re- 
cited is remarkable. We have seen tears 
coursing down the cheeks of men of mature age 
as they uttered their heartfelt invocations to 
the God of their fathers. The rites of their 
religion are very scrupulously followed in this 
city by a large number of the faithfal, and 
some of their ceremonies are singular enough 

The feast of Tabernacles was observed by 
some of the mest strict, by their uctually liv- 
ing out of their houses, in their ns the al- 
lotted period ; and even the little boys of that 
persuasion might have been seen sitting on 
dry goods boxes, at shop doors with green 
branches over their heads in playful remem- 
brance of the feast. 

The Jewish population of this city is esti- 
mated as high as 30,000. It is utterly ae 
siole to say what their numbers are in the whole 
world. recent estimate gives the total at 
ten millions, which is three times and a third 
more than it was when they were in Canaan. 
Others suppose that the extent is six millions. 
Their dispersion over the earth is a remark- 
able fulfilment of the predictions of their own 
prophets : but their final restoration to their 
ancient héme is fully believed in. The period 
of this return is fixed by some commentators 
at 1866, to be preceeded first by the fall of the 
Tarkish empire. As we walk up Chatham street 
however, we sec no particular preparation nor

On 
that earpet he knelt down and prayed, 
morning and night, every day of his reign. 
These slippers, which he wore to the last 
day of his life, were given him by the Em- 
press un the day of his marriage. With 
that musket he himself taught his cl#ldren 
the manual exercise; and this helmet he 
always wore in the streets of St. Peters- 
bargh.” 

The Lager Beer Mania. 

The effects of using lager beer are thus 
described in a recent number of the 
Scalpel : | 
In the April number we have shown 
that food has a great influence upon man’s 
temperament and character." The history 
of the German nation fornishes a proof of 
the truth of this assertion. The character 
of that people in the days of Arminius 
seems to have been very different from 
that of to-day. The cause may be easily 
accounted for when their food is consider- 
ed; and it becomes still moré evident, 
when we contemplate the effect of the 
habitual use of liqnors so highly impregna- 
ted with the narcotic hop. The lethargic 
awd torpid state which characterizes the 
old Bavarians may be directly traced to 
their beer. That it is not the effect of 
the alcohol it contains, is proved by the 
vivacity and activity of the wine-drinking 
Rhinelander and Frenchman. Chemistry 
has long since exploded the ideas with 
which the victims of this mania have flat- 
tered and consoled themselves concerning 
its strengthening effects; and allowing its 
stomachic and tonic properties, we have 
yet to discover the philosophy which ad- 
vocates the habitual use of stomachic or 
tonic mixtures. 

There can be little doubt that by re- 
tardiug the decomposition of the tissues in 
the human organism, lager-beer causes an 
unnatural deposit of fatall over the sys- 

tem in persons of sedentary habits; for we 
find that they suffer more from its injurious 
effects than those who, by active exercise, 
accelerate its conversion into its elements, 
carbonic acid and water. As aninstance 
of this, compare the effects of lager-beer 
on our clerks and young men about town, 
and the German turners, and the differ- 
ence of its effects, or rather the effect of 
the counteracting influences which are 
working against it, will be immediately 
perceived. 

In women who take little exercise, 
lager-beer acts as sill does on stable 
cows; it accelerates the secretion of milk, 
but fornishes it with no caseine or other 
nitrogenized substances, by which alone 
the infant can be sustained. The child 
will, consequently, have a watery and soft 
appearance, and be destitute of healthy 
color; it will be liable to effasion of water 
on the brain, and die readilyfrom croup 
or scarlet fever. ' In such cases we have 
frequently observed the child improve by 
being weaned, even if fed upon the ordi- 
nary he eous compound called milk. 
We believe the taste of lager-beer is natu- 
rally disagreeable, and that it is. destruc- 
tive to beauty. Women preserve unim- 
paired their natural tastes fora longer 
period than man; in fact, they seldom be- 
come as vitiated in their tastes as men. 
I have observed that they seldom drink 
beer. In all the saloons you generally 
see some Other drink standing before 
them. We know that by women in En- 
rope it is considered valgar to drink beer, 
although we never were informed why. 

It is little wunder that the Getma nna-

barrel had been struck. Their. greasy 
faces shiné with additional lustre, and a 
perfect rush takes place to be first ready 
for the waiter. They appear te have a 
keen appreciation of the diffusive proper- 
ties of the extra quantity of carbonic acid 
present in such beer. 

It is in such subterranean establish- 
ments as throng our city, that may be 
seen a class of wretches, who, to create 
thirst, eat cheese in an advanced state of 
decomposition, salted and smoked eels, 
etc.;——gluttons, who neither eat to live 
nor live to eat, but eat to drink. 

Ite effects upon the external form, and 
upon the action of man, is already begin- 
ning to awaken attention, The depressed 
and broad heads; the flat though wide 
shoulders and breast; the straight back, 
and cow-like tread of its victims, is already 
known to keen observers. 

A great change takes place in the eye, 
when lager-beer is habitaaly drank. It 
has invariably a turbid and sleepy look,

to call a harsh, drawling voice a beer-bar- 
rel voice. 

This fact is well known to opera-sing- 
ers, who instinctively avoid it. 

In the intelligent circlesin Germany, 
the effects of the hop have already attract- 
ed attention, and it has been discarded 
in new beer, which is fast gaining popu- 
larity as a beverage. We allude to the 
weizen or wheat-beer, now generally 
— as Berlin white beer, from its pale 
color. 

The effect of lager-beer on the urinary 
organs, and other parts of the human 
organism, arising from its alcohol, or the 
narcotic properties of the hops, is very un- 
favorable. When taken in large quantities, 
it has on some persons decided diuretic 
properties, whilst its evident action on the 
lower part of the spine is shown bya 
frequent loss of that power to which we 
owe the most exalted and ennobling joys 
of healthy and intellectual offspring. 
Every surgeon whose observation and in- 
duction has been correctly exercised, can 
attest this startling truth; the offspring 
of such fathers are always inferior in stat- 
ure and stinted in intellect, whilst those 
he marry later in life are often child- 

ess. 

Those whose souls appear to be the tail 
end of their appetite, say that lager-bier 
produces a good appetite; but we are re- 
liably informed that although it may do 
80, it vitiates the taste. | 

Some philosophers, who reason by anal- 
ogy, say that beer adds to the longevity 
,of man, because it reduces the activity of 
life and oxidation of the tissues. Accor- 
ding to mathematics, what is lost in power 
and intensity, we gain in time; and what 
we gain in time, we lose in power. But 
it is questionable whether such an exist- 
ence is desirable, even should it be possi- 
ble to produce by drugs the effect claimed 
for lager-beer. 

We have no doubt that itsevil conse- 
quences could be traced through ail the 
social relations of man, and that its effects 
upon the human organization, materially 
and spiritually, will yet be ascertained and 
recorded.

Astronomy for Boys—No. 4. 
As the bright moonlight evenings of last 
week are past, lét tig omce more, boys, . 
look up into the heavens, and talk, this 
time, not of the Zodiacal Light, nor the 
moon, nor the planets, which «appear so 
mach like stars, yet are not,—bnt of the 
real stars, themselves, those bright points 
in the sky which twinkle so. People gen- 
erally regard them as very common little 
things, seen every night, always in the 
same place, and of little consequence —. 
But they are really immense suns, like our 
sun, centers,—¢vidently, of systems of 
worlds—planets, moons, comets and other 
revolving bodies, we know not how many. 
They look tous as if they never changed, 
being fixed, always in the same place ; but 
they are really moving, and that very fast, 
too, allof them; not one stands still. Yet, 
they are so very far off that if we should 
watch them a hundred years with the larg- 
est telescopes, we could not perceive that 
some of them had moved at all, while oth- 
ers would seem changed in position but 
very little. If you should shoct a rifle 
bullet at the nearest one, and the bullet 
should continue to go straight toward the 
star, without stopping or diminishing its 
speed, it would take at least five hundred 
years to reach it. Others, which are just 
seen, it would take such a bullet five hun- 
dred thousand million years to reach.— 
AJso, beyond these, farther away, no one — 
can guess how many, many more there are, 
all moving, revolving in vast systems, or, 
as oue whole, immense system, most won- 
derful indeed. ok at them, and think 
how great and how distant theyare. God 
made them, an how great and wonderful, 
then, is He! 


stars are some of singular 
ou know the “seven stars,” 
almost over head, to which the Zodiacal 
Light now nearly reaches ; well, directly 
east of the Seven Stars, some distance, 
are two quite bright ones, not very close 
together, called The Twins, and about as 
much farther you can see a whitish appear- 
ance, like a very small cloud or a patch of 
light. It is plain to be seen with your 
naked eyes, if you look aright for it. This. 
is called a nebula, and is the only one you 
can see in all the heavens with the natural 
eyes, though with telescopes thousands of 
them can be seen. It looks like a spot of 
mist, but itis really a cluster of stars, 
each, perhaps, as large as the largest we 
can see, but so far away that no one alone 
can be seen at all. Yet, as there are so 
many of them together, they make the 
whole place look a little white from the 
light coming from so many. With tele- 
scopes each single star can be seen, and 
the whole cluster shines with a great num- 
ber of little bright points, in a beautiful 
manner. Among the thousands of other 
nebule which can be seen with a telescope 
there are very different forms. Some are 
almost square, some are round, and some 
oblong; some are in broken patches, some 
in one mass, and a few arein the form of a 
ring. One isa very strange one, and is 
called the Whirlpool Nebula, because the 
stars are so arranged that the whole ap- 
pears like a vast whirlpool up there in the 
heavens, whirling and sinking in towards 
the center like water. | 

The stars are generally called fixed, as if 
they did not move. But, as I said at the 
beginning, they are not fixed, they are 
moving. And some also have changed 
otherwise. Some have even disappeared, 
since the time that learned men began 
carefally to count them, and to put down 
all the stars in maps. Thirteen are known 
thus, according to maps, to bave gone out 
or to have ceased to exist. In other pla- 
ces at least ten new ones bave come into 
existence. Wenderfal ! Is God, then, now 
creating new worlds and removing others? 
Perhaps He is; certainly it seems stars 
do go out and others. do come. into exist- 
ence. In 1572, less than three hundred 
years ago, star was seen to come up 
| bright in the North among a cluster com- 
monly called ‘“ The Chairs,” or, in books, 
Casiopeie, so quickly, that in one hoor it. 
became the brightest star in the heavens, 
and for three weeks it continued to in- 
crease in brightness, until it would be seen 


at noon in thedaytime. Then gradually 
it red, till in nine months’ time it 
had gone entirely out. A longer'time ago 
another in the Kagle, in the same manner 
became very bright, and then slowly dis- 
and has never been. seen since.

‘The walls of such a house are found covered 
with some neat, cheap paper; an evening is 
sufficient for placing it pn the wall.

sleep. The bed is neat and inviting. The 
whole appearance of things denoting caltiva- 
tion and tuste, that cannot, like spurious rekg- 
ion, be stowed away or napkined, for a season. 
The ground around the house may be cultiva- 
ted, and perhaps neatly enclosed. Meo, who 
thus live, have not thrown away comfort for

At the 
low price of seven dollars a week, for room and 
board, accommodations are furnished which are 
really saperior to those of ordinary hotels. 
Capt. Hennell has charge of the House, a gen- 
tleman who sustained the Sailors’ Home in 
New York for several years. Mrs. Lambert, 
one of the directresses, and a lady of much ex- 
perience in similar institutions, at present de- 
votes her personal attention to the house. We 
are confident that their benevolent efforts will 
meet with appreciation and large success. Un- 
fortunately it occurred that on the evening of 
the dedication of the house, only two or three 
of the ministers of the city were present, and 
scme of these too late to take part in the exer- 
cises. It happened that some of them were 
peculiarly engaged, so as to prevent their at. 
tendance. 


Who shall be Witnesses? 

On what abstract principle of justice any 
class of persons can be declared unfit for wit- 
nesses, we are at a loss to comprehend. Igoor- 
ance we all know is not a disqualification— 
veracity is a question already placed within 
the provinces of courts and jurors to decide. 
Mental ability is only limited by the discre- 
tionary power of the court, onder a commis- 
sion in lunacy in cases of doubt. These objec- 
tions beiog already set aside by every day’s 
practice in our courts, it would seem that there 
can be no sound reason why the courts and ju- 
rors should not exercise the same cognizaoce 
and discretion in regard to the testimony of 
Negroes, Chinamen, and other colored races, 
as is already exercised in regard to every va- 
riety of fitness found among whites. 

It is quite unnecessary to show how often 
justice is defradded by the law that forbids the 
testimony of the colored races; cases every 
day arise io which they are the most important 
and frequently the only persons possessed of 
the facts needful for subserving the ends of jus- 
tice; and to suppose that judges and jurors 
would not be as capable to weigh such testi- 
mony, and pass it for what it is worth, as that 
given by whites, is opposed to reason and 
common sense. 

That the tendency of opinion on this question 
is in the right direction, we do not doubt ; and 
weare glad to know that there area few in our 
Legislature who do not countenance or uphold 
views so contrary to the spirit of the age, and 
80 opposed to the plainest principles of justice. 
Senator Bell degerves the thanks and regard of 
every liberal and intelligent citizen and well- 
wisher of mankind, for his clear, argumentative 
and conclusive speech on this questjon ; and we 
hope, ere long, to see a Oalifornis Legislature 
wise enough to pass a bill to extend to the col- 


ored race the rights in question. 


OF OUR LEGISLATURE. 
Werdepert from our contemplated course of 
discussing this subject for the purpose of ex- 


amining, briefly, the reasons assigned by 


cominittee of the House for recommending the 
policy. “Tnere is now a bill before 
the Assembly to emeourage the construction of 
 Railroaj and Telegraph live from the bay of 
San Francisco to the eastern line of the State. 
That bill wes referred to the Committee on 
Internal Improvements, and that committe? 
has made a report against the passage of the 
bill. One of the reasons assigned by the com- 
mittee ie thus stated : “ Believing that at an 
early day Congress will provide for the con- 
struction of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad, 
"we are of opinion that it would be impolitic, 
injurious, and premature, to provide, at present, 
for the construction of the proposed railroad 
in this State.” { 

But why is California denied a voice in a 
question of so much importance to her welfare ? 
The Committee on Internal Improvements 
“are of apinion that it would he impolitic, in- 
judicious and premature” to do anything until 
Congress sball bave selected a route. On what 
is that opinion founded ? The Western term. 
ious of the roid will be governed by the loca- 
tion of the road outside of our border. If 
either the Northern or the Southern route be 
selected, the road will never reach San Frap- 
cisco. And is it a matter of no consequence 
to California whether the road terminates at 
San Diego, San Francisco, or Puget’s Sound ? 
Is it of no consequence to California whether 
she shall make a road of 200 or one of 500 
miles, in order to join the road on her Eastern 
border? Is it of no conseqnence that 200 of 
the 500 miles must be made through a barren 
desert, the only uninhabitable region within 
our boundaries? Is it of no consequence to 
Sao Francisco whether she establishes an easy 
communication with fruitful fields, dense for- 
ests, rich mines and quarries of granite and 
marble, with their industrious occupants, from 
whom she can draw a supply for all her wants, 
or with a barren desert? Is it of no conse- 
quence to the busy inhabitants of our moun- 
tains and our valleys to have easy access to a 
market for the products of their toil? And 
are these—the classes that produce all our 
wealth—to be no more cared for by the Legis- 
lature then the lizards and the horned frogs, 
the only animals that can find subsistence in 
the desert ? Must the interests of all classes 
in California be sacrificed to promote the in- 
terest of a small class in a remote section of 
the Union? If not, then should California 
let her voice be heard in the selection of a 
route for the great Continental Railroad, and 
the Legislature should express that voice with- 
out delay. 

This may be done by the passage of an act 
authorizing the construction of a road from 
San Francisco bay to the eastern line of the 
State, through whatever pass shall be found 
nearest in a direct line from San Francisco to 
Independence in Missouri. This pass discov- 
ered, the builders of the road on the east, 
whether it be built by government or bya 
private company, will bring their road to meet 
ours. By this means.we can reach our eastern 
boundary by a road of 200 miles in length, 
ruoning all the way through a rich agricultural 
or mining country ; whereas, if Congress select 
the route, under the influence that now controls 
it, it will be sure to select the Mexican route, 
which will terminate at San Diego, or perhaps 
at Gcraymas—a route that will benefit but a 
small portion of California, and cut off all hope 
for San Francisco. 

Bat there is no probability that Congress 
will designate any particular route. The bill 
now before that body, providing for three dif- 
ferent roads, meets with general approbation, 
and will probably pass at the present session. 
With such action on the part of Congress, no- 
thing more will be necessary to secure the 
terminus of the first road to be constructed at 
San Francisco, but prompt action on the part 
of her people and Legislature. We have not 
seen the bill rejected by the Committee on In 
ternal improvements, and cannot speak of its 
merits. If it be defective let it be amended, 
and let some bill, having the same object in 
views be passed before the Legislature adjourns 
Let provision be made, also, for a thorough ex- 
ploration of the Sierra Nevadas, from Noble’s 
to Walker’s Pass, if need be. But let it be 
commenced at a point due east from San 
Francisco, and be extended north and south 
until a gond pass be found. There let our first 
road be located. Bejng nearly in thecentre of 
the State, its benefits will extend alike to the 
porth and to the south ; and when either sec- 
tion shall require a road for its own use there 
will be no lack either of means or of will to 
construct one. 

Another reason assigned by the committee 
for rejecting the bill is, “ that the alternate 
section of land proposed to be donated are not 
yet selected, their value unknown, and therefore 
it is impossible to relinquish said lands at this 
time.” 

This, ifan objection at all, must remain until 
the road is located ; for until then the lands 
capnot be selected nor their value known. 
But to our mind it is rather an argument in 
favor of a speedy location of the read, and as a 
necessary prerequisite, a survey of the moun- 
tain passes. If either of the passes near the 
central route shall be selected, the lands along 
the line are of nearly equal value, and that 
value will be enhanced in about equal propor- 
tions by the location of the road. This being 
80, we can see v0 objection to makiog the 
grant of s'ternate sections along the line of 
the road, be that where it may. It is true, if 
we wait the action of Congress, as the com- 
mittee propose, and shall be thereby compelled 
to adopt the direct route by the Colorado, as 
the committee seem to contemplate, both the 
value and the location of the land may become 
serious questions. The 200 miles of desert on 
the Mohave and the Colorado are now worth. 
less, and will be equally worthless when the 
road shall be built. The whole region would 
not compensate for the building of the road ; 
sonsequently a wider strip of land must be giv- 
en through that portion of the State where 
land poszesses some intrinsic value. If this is 
the desire or the expectation of the committee 
then is there some force in their argument. 
Otherwise we consider the facts stated by the 
committee a strong reason in favor of the pas- 
sage of the bill.

The Insurrectionary | Movements at the 
South. 

[A private letter from an old friend, who has 
spent several years in the slave-holding States, 
gives the following account of the recent in- 
surrectionary movements among the slaves.— 
Eprror. | 

Before this reaches you, you will have seen 
in the papers extended accounts of insurrec- 
tionary movements among our Southern slaves, 
with notices of the hanging, shooting, and 
burning of slaves that have been proved or 
supposed to be the leaders of these movements. 

There is natarally a strong desire on the 
part of those not living in the slave-holding 
States, to understand what is the real cause of 
this general movement. Here, it is well un- 
derstood. 

In the recent Presidential contest there has 
been an incredible amount of “stump speak- 
ing in Kentucky, Tennessee, and other parts of 
the South. It has been even more violent 
than the contest between Clay and Polk. Of 
course the Democratic and American parties 
have been the only ones in the field. ‘Ihe one 
great point that has been made by the orators 
of these parties in their discussions before “ the 
people,” has been that the only safety for the 
South was in the success of their particular 
candidate. The Americans have said, “ V ote 
for Fillmore; we have tried him, and he is safe. 
Besides, there is no chance for the election of 
Buchanan. Maine and all the old Democratic 
have pecome Black Republican ; 
and the whole South must unite with the con- 
servative States of the North, and elect Fiil- 
more, or Fremont will be elected, and-Fremont 
is an Abolitionist.” And then would foliow a 
terrible account of the plans of the Aboli- 
tiovists. 

The Democratic oratérs have said, “ V ote for 
Buchanan ; there is not the slightest chance in 
the world for the election of Fillmore—he is not 
in the raceat all. If the whole South goes 
for Buchanan, we shall carry Northern States 
enough to elect him; if not, Fremont will be 
elected, and Fremont is an Abolitionist.” And 
then would follow a gloomy portraiture of the 
calamity of having an ‘Abolitionist elected 
President of the United States. 

These speeches have been made in the hear- 
ing of thousands of slaves, until they began to 
think that they were to have a great deliverer 
in the person of that Mr. Mont, to whom they 
heard the derisive epithet “Free,” so constantly 
applied. They thought that from the tremen- 
dous efforts that were made to defeat him, he 
was about to free them, sure enough. 

These political speeches have been the real 
cause of these insurrectio movements. 

The politicians have thus formed a vast band 
of abolition lecturers, who have “ carried the 
war into Africa,” and they have unwittingly 
kindled, in the breasts of thousands of slaves, 
hopes of liberty that will not soon die. The 
system of slavery has thus received a shock, 
such as it has never received from all the out- 
side assaults that have been made upon it ; and 
had ita voice to speak in its own behalf, it 
might well ery out “Save me from my friends!” 


Risk oF THE Riveas.—F rom all parts of the 
upper country we have alarming accounts of 
the rise of the rivers. The hardest rain at 
any time this winter, at Shasta, fell for thirty 
hours previous to Friday night last, February 
13. The Shasta Courier says the river rose 
some thirty feet, and at Spring Creek Mill, six 
feet in two hours. No damage had been done, 
although on Friday it was impossible to cross 
at any of the ferries in that vicinity. 

In the vicinity of Stockton the rise has been 
almost unprecedented. 

There were high waters and heavy rains 
throughout the mountains on Sunday. The 
Stanislaus river is higher than it bas been for 
two years The mill-dam at Keeler’s Ferry 
was swept away on the 15th inst. The water 
in the Stockton Slough is also rising slowly. 

At Sacramento, the river, at 6 o’clock on 
the morning of the 16th, had risen to 16 feet 
9 inches, and at 2 o'clock, P. M. to 18 feet 8 
inches on the city guage. At the latter hour 
it seemed to be stationary. It then required 
an additional rise of about five feet to attain 
the high-water mark of the lst January, 1853. 
Feather aud Yuba rivers have risen consider- 
ably within the past few days. 3

Summary of the Fortnight’s News. 

The steamer George Law lcaves to-day Jan. 

22d., for Aspinwall, ber departure having been 
postponed since yesterday in consequence of 
the sevére storm prevailing. 
~ “On Sunday eveding commenced the severest 
storm known bere for many years. It extevd- 
ed over the Eastern, Middie and Westkrn 
States, and as far South es Virginia, and con- 
tinued with but little abatement of violence un- 
til Monday at midnight. Snow fell to an av 
etage'depth of two feet, and in some places 
@rified to the height of fifteen feet. All the 
Railrosds were blocked, and the mails stopped. 
We have had no intelligence, excepting by tel- 
egtaph, from apy point until this morn'ng. 
when the first mail from Poiladelphia sinc 
Satarday evening srrived. Thecold throngh 
out this storm was intense, and many perso: s 
were frozen to death io the roads. On the 
coast the storm was most disastrous. — 
' The brig Emeiine,from the West Indies, 
went ashore at Barnegat, on Sunday, broke in 
pieces, and all hands perished. Several other 
vessels were wrecked or driven to sea. In 
Massachosetts Bay the most damage was done 
to shipping. We have accounts of more than 
a dozen wrecks in the vicinity of Boston. The 
ship Orissa, from Calcutta, was wrecked on 


Cohasset B. ach, andthe mate and three sea- 
men d:owned. Bark Tedesco, from Cadiz, 
Captain Patterson, was wrecked at Swamp- 
scot, near Lynn, avd all bands perished. Ship 
California, frum Surinam, aud bark New Em- 
pire, from Mubile, were wrecked on Cohasset 


Rocks. Orews saved in life boats) Bark A.

A special committee of Congress has beea 

engaged for a few days past, in ao inquiry into 
the trath of certain charges of corruption, 
brought by newspaper correspondents agaiost 
meimbers of Congress.

Since the departare of the steamer Itlinois, on 
the Sth inst., the supply of money bas materially 
increased, and with a less pressing demand both 
fur stock and mercantile operations. Rates of 
interest have declined to 7 per cent. for loans on 
call, and 8@ 12 per cent. for discount upon first 
and second rate mercantile paper. The stock 
market bas exhibited a more buoyant tone, and 
pretty mach all classes of securities have ad- 
vanced, with trensactions tO a fair extent. In 
California sevurities there is at present nothing of 
moment doing. Holders are not disposed to sell 
until later accounts have been received from San 

The market now stands about 8 per 


cent. below the figures current, previous to the 
news of the unconstitutionality of the State debt.

LATEST NEWS FROM EUROPE 


The Paris Conference assembled in that city 
on the 3lst of December, Count Walewski pre- 
sided.

A note, bearing the names of all the 
sigoataries of the pretocol of London, with 
the exception of Prussia, has been addressed to 
the Federal Council of Switzerland, demanding 
the liberation of the royalist insurrectionists, 
in the hope of » peaceful adjustm: nt. 

A telegraph dispatch from Berne, dated 
Dec. 30, says :—“* An Envoy Extraordinary 
fiom the Emperor Napoleon has arrived. He 
has submitted propositions to Switzerland to 
release the prisuners, to guarantee their per- 
sons and property, hut expel them from the 
Swiss territory. It is probable that Switzer- 
land will accept this proposasl.”’

The Natioval Council has adopted unani- 
mously the propositions of unlimited credit.
